Leaders condemn 
harassment for vote 
on health care bill 

Washington 

A fax bearing the image of a noose. 
Profane voice mails. Bricks thrown, 
a gas line cut. 

Democrats and a few Republi- 
cans revealed new details of threats 
against them Thursday in the after- 
math of the passage of the health 
care overhaul. They uniformly 
condemned the harassment, but 
that’s where the agreement ended. 
Democrats said Republicans were 
slow to condemn the vigilantism, 
while Republicans said Democrats 
inspired retaliation. 

“By ratcheting up the rhetoric, 
some will only inflame these sit- 
uations to dangerous levels,” said 
House Republican Whip Eric Can- 
tor of Virginia. “Enough is enough. 
It has to stop.” 

Reports by at least 10 Demo- 
crats of harassment this week have 
been followed by Democratic com- 
plaints that GOP leaders were slow 
to condemn the incidents. 


At least four Democratic offices 
in New York, Arizona and Kansas 
were struck, and at least 10 mem- 
bers of Congress have reported 
threats, including obscenity-laced 
phone messages and a fax bearing 
the image of a noose, congressio- 
nal leaders have said. 

This week, hate-filled rants 
have been showing up in voice 
mails, e-mail boxes and on fax 
machines of lawmakers since the 


House approved the health care 
bill 219-212 Sunday night. Presi- 
dent Obama signed it into law on 
Tuesday. A package of fixes to the 
new law was winding through 
Congress Thursday on the brink 
of a two-week recess that begins 
on Monday. 

House Republican leader John 
Boehner met with Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi Thursday about the incidents, 
and both condemned them. 


A Partisan Issue? 

House Minority 
Whip Eric Cantor 

lashed out at Dem- 
y ocrats Thursday 
fortheir handling 
of threats against 
members of Congress, accusing 
them of “dangerously fanning the 
flames" by blaming the GOP. “I’ve re- 
ceived threats since I assumed elect- 
ed office, not only because of my 
position but also because I’m Jew- 
ish," Cantor said. “I’ve never blamed 
anyone in this body for that, period." 
Cantor said Democrats are using the 
threats “for political gain." (ap) 


Pelosi was careful to avoid 
blaming Republicans directly for 
inciting the harassment, though 
she said that words “weigh a ton.” 
Such threats of retaliation “have no 
place in a civil debate in our coun- 
try,” she said. 

Boehner followed moments 
later. While many are angry about 
the health care measure, he said, 
“threats and violence should not be 
part of a political debate.” (ap)

The Pentagon announced Thurs- 
day that it will relax enforcement 
of the “don’t ask, don’t tell” rules 
that prevent gays and lesbians from 
serving openly in the military, a 
decision that officials described 
as a temporary step until Congress 
can take permanent action.

Gates said the military would 
restrict the kind of evidence that 
can be used against service mem- 
bers suspected of “homosexual 
conduct.” Investigators will gen- 
erally ignore anonymous com- 
plaints and require accusations 
made by third parties to be given 
under oath. High-ranking offi-

cers will also be required to over- 
see inquiries and decide whether 
a discharge is warranted.

Americans say pope

The Vatican on Thursday strongly 
defended its decision not to defrock 
an American priest accused of 
molesting about 200 deaf boys in 
Wisconsin and denounced what it 
called a campaign to smear Pope 
Benedict XVI and his aides. 

Church and Vatican documents 
showed that in the mid- 1990 s 5 two 
Wisconsin bishops urged the Vat- 
ican office led by then- Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger — now the pope 
— to let them hold a church trial 
against the Rev. Lawrence Mur- 
phy. The bishops admitted the trial 
was coming years after the alleged 
abuse, but argued that the deaf com- 
munity in Milwaukee was demand- 
ing justice from the church. 

An American protester in Rome 
on Thursday called the Murphy 
case an “incontrovertible case of 
pedophilia.” 

Despite the extensive and grave 
allegations against Murphy, Ratz- 
inger’s deputy at the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith ruled

No Longer a Pipe Dream 

California could soon become the first state to legalize marijuana use by adults 


Sacramento, Calif. 

When California voters head to the 
polls in November, they will decide 
whether the state will make histo- 
ry again — this time by legalizing 
the recreational use of marijuana 
for adults. 

The state was the first to legal- 
ize medicinal marijuana use, with 
voters passing it in 1996. Since 
then, 14 states have followed Cal- 
ifornia’s lead, even though mari- 
juana remains illegal under fed- 
eral law. 

“This is a watershed moment in 
the decades-long struggle to end 
failed marijuana prohibition in this 
country,” said Stephen Gutwillig, 
California director for the Drug 
Policy Alliance. “We really can’t 
overstate the significance of Cal- 
ifornians’ being the first to have 
the opportunity to end this pub- 
lic policy disaster.” 

California is not alone in the 
push to expand legal use of mari- 
juana. Legislators in Rhode Island, 
another state hit hard by the eco- 
nomic downturn, are considering 
a plan to decriminalize posses- 
sion of an ounce or less by anyone 
18 or older. 

A proposal to legalize the sale 
and use of marijuana in Wash- 
ington state was recently defeated 
in that state’s legislature, though 
lawmakers there did expand the 
pool of medical professionals who 
could prescribe the drug for medic- 
inal use. 

And a group in Nevada is push- 
ing an initiative that marks the 
state’s fourth attempt in a decade 
to legalize the drug. 

The California secretary of 
state’s office certified the initia- 
tive for the general election ballot 
on Wednesday after it was deter- 
mined that supporters of legaliza- 
tion had gathered enough valid 
signatures.

White House Opposition 

Legalization of marijuana in California 

would represent a sea change in the nation’s 
drug laws and put the state in direct conflict 
with the federal government because pot is still illegal 
in the eyes of federal officials. On Thursday, a Depart- 
ment of Justice spokeswoman said it was too soon to 
speculate about whether federal authorities would 
sue to keep the measure from becoming law. President Obama’s drug czar has 
said the White House strongly opposes any efforts to legalize pot. “Marijuana 
legalization ... remains a non-starter in the Obama administration,” Gil Ker- 
likowske, director of the Office of National Drug Control Policy, said last year. “It 
is not something that the president and I discuss. It isn’t even on the agenda." 



The initiative would allow 
those 21 years and older to pos- 
sess up to one ounce of marijua- 
na, enough to roll dozens of mar- 
ijuana cigarettes. Residents also 
could grow their own crop of the 
plant in gardens measuring up to 
25 square feet. 

The proposal would ban users 
from ingesting marijuana in pub- 
lic or smoking it while minors are 
present. It also would make it ille- 
gal to possess the drug on school 
grounds or drive while under its 
influence.

Proponents of the measure say 
legalizing marijuana could save the 
state $200 million a year by reduc- 
ing public safety costs. At the same 
time, it could generate tax revenue 
for local governments. 

A Field Poll taken in April found 
a slim majority of California vot- 
ers supported legalizing and tax- 
ing marijuana to help bridge the 
state budget deficit. 

Those who grow and sell it ille- 
gally fear legalization would drive 
down the price and force them to 
compete against corporate mari- 
juana cultivators. 

Other opponents view marijua- 
na as a “gateway drug” that, when 
used by young people, could lead 
them to try other, harder drugs. 
They worry that legalization would 
persuade more people to try it, 
worsening the nation’s drug cul- 
ture.

Backstrom Quietly Reaches Elite Status 


Without Ovechkin’s 
fanfare. Caps center

It was a typical day in the Wash- 
ington Capitals locker room. Alex 
Ovechkin had just finished prac- 
tice and upon sitting in front of 
his locker was swarmed by cam- 
eras and microphones.

That shouldn’t happen too much 
longer, though.

assists and plus/minus, the soft- 
spoken Backstrom shrugged when 
he was recently asked whether he 
should be put in the same elite cate- 
gory as Ovechkin and rivals Sidney 
Crosby and Evgeni Malkin. 

“I don’t think about that,” said 
the 22-year-old Swede, who has 
already set career highs in goals (29) 
and points (89) this season.

Backstrom, 
the fourth-overall pick in the 2006 
NHL draft, was immediately thrust 
into the Capitals’ lineup and has 
proven both durable and prolific.

And while 
the Capitals will always be Ovech- 
kin’s team, the fact they’re 7-2-1 
without him this season and have 
not played a game without Back- 
strom suggests the center may be 
the team’s most indispensable play- 
er. Just don’t tell Backstrom that. 

“I am a little bit surprised,” he 
said of his ascension this year. “I 
play with good players; they make 
it easy for me. I just want to keep

The term “man cave” conjures 
chest-pounding imagery of pre- 
historic bachelor pads. But just as 
today’s man wields a Wii control- 
ler instead of a caveman club, so, 
too, has the Neanderthal’s nest 
gone modern. 

“More and more men are vocal- 
izing what they want or where 
they feel they’re lacking space,” 
says Cindy McGlure, owner of 
Grossmueller’s Design Consultants 
(Grossmuellers.com) in D.C. And 
what men want has also evolved 
(Goodbye, frat-house “chic”; hello, 
dapper digs). 

“We’re beyond the aesthetic of 
brown leather couches and can- 
holders, and are designing for 
men in a really modern, beautiful 
way,” says Jason Claire, a design- 
er and co-owner of 14th Street 
furniture store and design firm 
Vastu (Vastudc.com).

functional, such as the dining area 
that doubles as an office; his bed- 
room can be closed off to mimic 
a cave-within-a-cave when guests 
are over. “Everyone needs their 
own space and quiet,” he says. 

Of course, suburban kings of 
the Stone Age still rock their sub- 
terranean dens of testosterone, the 
likes of which you’ll see glorified 
on the DIY Network’s “Man Caves” 
show, in which guy hangouts range 
from mini-Shea Stadiums to faux 
Swiss chalets. 

“A man cave is a place where a 
guy can go be himself and enjoy 
his surroundings,” explains handy- 
man host Jason Cameron. “A lot of 
times, guys have things from their 
past that aren’t accepted elsewhere 


in the house, whether it’s trophies 
or a moose head. We just want that 
one room where we can do what 
we want, decorate it the way we 
want — and if we want a Kegera- 
tor, we can have it.” 

Far from just a sign of old-fash- 
ioned dominance, home designers 
say dude decor is an oft-overlooked 
— but no less essential — way for 
men to feel truly at home. 

“It’s their space, not for the 
wife or kids; a place where they 
can be young or just be their 
full selves — they don’t have to 
impress anyone,” says Jill Sorens- 
en, founder of McLean, Va.-based 
Marmalade Interiors (Marma- 
ladeinteriors.com) and soon-to- 
launch Livelikeyou.com, a new 
Web-based concept in which she 
designs rooms to match person- 
ality types.

But for urban guys who live in 
square -feet- challenged condos, 
finding space to stretch out and 
relax — no women, floral prints 
or coasters allowed — isn’t quite 
so simple. 

“The fact is, in D.C., there 
aren’t that many 'caves,”’ Claire 
says. “Instead, we might have to 
get all the bells and whistles into 
the living room, without making 
it look like a 'man cave.’” 

When space is tight, men might 
take over an empty corner — or 
perhaps a closet, Cameron says, 
for a pocket of manpower. “There 
are things you can do to custom- 
ize a little closet or corner to make 
it their own,” he says. “Open the 
closet to a dry bar, or that humi- 
dor he really likes, or his trophies 
that have been boxed up.” 

Since bachelors don’t have any- 
one to crimp their style, transform- 
ing one-man digs into gentlemen’s 
quarters makes fewer waves. But 
that’s not to say it’s smooth sailing. 
Chief financial officer Brad Berk- 
ley, 37 , recently decided his West 
End condo felt more like a hospital 
than a homey haven, so he hired 
Sorensen as a designer.

Hot Hood 

When Chris Phelan and his wife, 
Elaine, decided in 2008 to move 
into a dilapidated historic town- 
house in the Capitol Riverfront 
neighborhood, their friends and 
families balked: “They said, ‘You 
can’t be serious!”’ Chris Phelan 
recalls. That wasn’t surprising. 


given that the Riverfront, once a 
maritime and shipbuilding hub, 
has in recent years been known for 
its crime and vacant lots — or sim- 
ply not known at all. But the Phel- 
ans had a vision: “We saw a lot of 
potential — and we still do,” says 
Chris Phelan, 32. 

Planners and investors are bus- 
ily promoting this optimism, as are 
the Riverfront’s growing number 
of residents, who have grown from 
just a few hundred several years 
ago to more than 2,700 today. 
The Riverfront, or “the Front” — 
Continued on page E7

A Riverfront Amid Revival 


^ Location: Capitol Riverfront en- 
compasses about 500 acres between 
the U.S. Capitol and the Anacostia 
River. The Front shares its northern 
border with Capitol Hill and is Located 
just blocks from the Barracks Row en- 
tertainment and dining district. 

» Transportation: Capitol River- 
front is served by Metrorail’s Green 
Line at the Navy Yard station and is 
within walking distance of the Blue 
and Orange Lines at the Capitol South 
and Eastern Market stations. A Circu- 
lator bus route runs every 10 minutes 
and connects the Front to Union Sta- 
tion, Eastern Market and the U.S. Capi- 
tol. A water taxi operates between Di- 
amond Teague Park and Piers, Alexan- 
dria and National Harbor. 

» Groceries: Cornercopia Market 
and Deli (1000 Third St. SE; 202-525- 
1653) sells wine and beer, deli sand- 
wiches, and a selection of upscale and 
organic items. There are also three 
major grocery stores within two miles 
of the neighborhood, and the U.S. De- 
partment of Transportation (with sup- 
port from the BID) holds a Farmers 
Market on Tuesdays between May and 
November at Third and M streets SE. 

» Fitness/Recreation: Walk, cycle 
or jog along the riverfront or the near- 
by National Mall.

» Dining and Bars: For non-fran- 
chise restaurants, just walk a few 
blocks to Barracks Row (Eighth St. 
SE). In a few weeks. Locals and Nats 
fans can dine at Justin’s Cafe (inter- 
section of First and L streets SE). 
w Entertainment: Take yourself out 
to a ball game at Nationals Park at 
the intersection of First and L streets 
SE, which also hosts outdoor con- 
certs. Before the game, fans can grab 
a beer and a hotdog at the outdoor 
Bullpen on Half Street. As the weath- 
er gets warmer, the BID also hosts its 
annual Outdoor Summer Movies on 
Thursday nights at Tingey Plaza be- 
hind the Department of Transporta- 
tion.

as promoters and investors like 
to call it — is already home to a 
mixed-use community of 35,000 
daytime employees, including 
workers at the U.S. Department 
of Transportation Headquarters, 
the Navy and a number of private 
companies. 

The fact that the neighborhood 
is only just emerging as a real estate 
hot spot is remarkable given its 
geographic centrality — just five 
blocks from the U.S. Capitol and 
around the corner from Barracks 
Row on Capitol Hill. 

Of course, the Front’s visibil- 
ity increased dramatically when 
baseball arrived there in 2008. For 
many Washingtonians, this once- 
unknown area is now synonymous

with Nationals Stadium, a fact not 
lost on the locals, many of whom 
are self-described baseball junkies. 
But according to Michael Stevens, 
the executive director of the Cap- 
itol Riverfront Business Improve- 
ment District, the stadium was 
just “gasoline on the fire” of 15 
years of strategic economic posi- 
tioning by the BID and the local 
government. 

“The river was always the main 
attraction,” says Stevens, who envi- 
sions the Front becoming an enter- 
tainment destination where Wash- 
ingtonians and tourists will walk, 
cycle, canoe and relax along the 
untapped miles of the Anacostia 
riverfront. This will be one of the 
largest riverfront redevelopments 
in the nation, Stevens thinks. 

For the Phelans, both Hill staff-

ers, a short walk to work was cer- 
tainly a big draw, but the river- 
front was what really hooked them, 
“There are not many locations like 
this in D.C. The river gives the Front 
something extra — no one else can 
boast this,” Chris Phelan says. 

Still, Capitol Riverfront is a 
“new” neighborhood, says Jacque- 
line Dupree, who has been docu- 
menting the Front’s dramatic trans- 
formation over the past decade on 
her popular blog Jdland.com (she 
also works for the Washington 
Post, which is owned by the same 
parent company as Express). “It’s a 
neighborhood that’s still just com- 
ing off the drawing board, with a 
long way to go, and many ameni- 
ties are just not here yet. But the 


residents are enthusiastic about its 
future and have moved here with 
a belief that the good stuff will be 
coming,” Dupree says. 

Like in any developing real 
estate market, the recession took its 
toll. But for the Capitol Riverfront 
BID, “the goal is to keep moving 
various projects forward while posi- 
tioning the Front for the next wave 
of development opportunities,” Ste- 
vens says. For Chris Phelan and 
other residents, the slowdown in 
development is not too worrisome. 
“We are encouraged each time we 
walk by a new crane or bulldozer,” 
Chris Phelan says. 

The neighborhood itself lacks 
many basic amenities right now, 
though there are three super- 
markets within 2 miles, a hand- 
ful of carryouts and a corner deli 
called Cornercopia (1000 Third 


St. SE). But “the folks who publi- 
cize the area like to say that, when 
it’s built out, it’ll be the size of a 
midsized American downtown,” 
Dupree says. 

Once completed, about 60 per- 
cent of the area will have been demol-

ished and rebuilt with new retail, res- 
idential, office, hotel and park space, 
according to the BID. Such develop- 
ments include Half Street, a block

just north of Nationals Park that’s 
slated to host restaurants and retail; 
and the Yards, 44 acres of office, res- 
idential and retail spaces, including 
renovations of a number of World 
War I-era buildings. These projects 
are slated to be developed over the 
next 10 to 20 years. 

While they wait, Dupree says, 
residents and office workers in 
the Front appreciate the neighbor- 
hood’s proximity to downtown D.C. 
and to Capitol Hill. 

“Why did I chose this area 
when I was house-hunting a year 
ago? Location, location, location. 
My condo looks out at the Jeffer- 
son Memorial and the dome of the 
U.S. Capitol building,” says Tim 
Bolden, who is renting an apart- 
ment in the Onyx building (1100 
First St. SE; Onyxapts.com). A 


40 -something from Atlanta who 
once commuted 38 miles each 
day, Bolden now walks just half a 
mile to his job on the Hill. “When 
I moved here, everyone said I had 
to live on the Red Line, but I just 
fell in love with the Front. I have 
295 and 395 at my fingertips, and 
the Navy Yard Metro is right out 
my back door. And it takes me 
10 minutes in heavy traffic to get 
to Verizon Center.” 

The time Bolden saves by not 
commuting he spends exploring the 
city. “Until we get our own stores, 
restaurants and markets, we are in 
a great position because we are just 
walking distance to Barracks Row, 
which has every service you could 
ever need,” says Bolden. 

Residents are abuzz about the 
planned restaurant and bar Jus-

views from its rooftop pool. 

“To the right is the U.S. Capi- 
tol building and to your left is the 
Anacostia River,” Johnston says. 
An acoustic engineer worked to 
ensure that the units are excep- 
tionally soundproof, says Johnston, 
who has “no doubt that as the area 
builds out, the value of the condos 
in the Front will skyrocket.” 

For Bolden, the fact that the 
Front is not fully developed is a 
bonus. “This neighborhood is cen- 
tral D.C. but without the hustie and 
bustle of D.C. If I choose to, I can 
retreat into my now-quiet apart- 
ment in my quiet community.” 

And the drug dealing and vio- 
lent crime that once ruled the 
neighborhood’s streets? Gone, 
says Chris Phalen, whose neigh- 
bor has lived in the Front for about 
40 years and can attest to its trans- 


formation. 

“I think it is super-safe here,” 
says Bolden. “With the Depart- 
ment of Transportation down the 
street and the Capitol around the 
corner, we have just about every- 
one patrolling us, including Home- 
land Security,” he adds. “Every- 
one walks here, and the walking 
is so enjoyable — free of sirens 
and crowds.” 

Proximity to the green expans- 
es of the National Mall is a plus 
for Jackson, who is excited for the 
spring, when he can resume rid- 
ing his bike or walking up to the 
Mall on weekends. “The Front 
reminds me of Battery Park City 
in New York City: a retreat from 
the craziness of urban living but 
also so close to everything. It’s like 
its own little city within a larger 

city.” CATRIN MORRIS 


tin’s Cafe, slated to open two blocks 
north of the ballpark in the Veloc- 
ity condo building (1025 First St. 
SE; Velocitycapitol.com) in April, 
which will give the residents their 
first real watering hole. Owner 
Justin Ross, formerly of Austin 
Grill and Chef Geoff s, will serve 
wood-fired pizzas, sandwiches 
and salads, with both dine-in and 
carry-out options. Ross also hopes 
to host daily happy hours. 

For now, residents are hun- 
kering down on their little slice of 
the frontier. The residents share a 
sense that they are early settlers on 
a new, unfamiliar patch of Wash- 
ington real estate. This mentality 
has evolved into an infectious spir- 
it of community. Says Bolden: “My 
neighbors are my friends. We call 
ourselves urban explorers. And we 
stick together.” 

Nothing brought the residents 
together like February’s record- 
breaking snowstorms, when neigh- 
bors made slow cookers of soup and 
shared them in community rooms 
throughout the region’s residential 
buildings. Onyx residents recently 
established a Tuesday Night Sup- 
per Club, which takes place after 
sunset on the building’s impres- 
sive rooftop pool deck. 

Top-notch buildings and ame- 
nities drew in Daryl Jackson, who 


owns a condo in Capitol Hill Tower 
(1000 New Jersey Ave. SE; Capi 
tolhilltower.com), which boasts a 
large indoor pool and spa, and a 
Ken Smith-designed landscaped 
courtyard. “The sense of commu- 
nity is palpable,” Jackson says. 

“We have a lot of get-togethers 
within our building but also with 
other buildings in the area. Everyone 
is extremely neighborly and friendly. 
It’s a great atmosphere.” The Tower,

which offers studios from the low- 
$200s up to three-bedrooms from 
the low-$500s, is more than just a 
cluster of condos to Jackson; it is a 
“real community,” he says. 

Prospective buyers can also con- 
sider the Velocity building, which 
has sold 40 percent of its 200 con- 
dos, and ranges in price from the 
high-$200s to the high-$600s.

Got big plans to spring-clean your 
pad, now that cherry blossom sea- 
son is finally around the corner? 

Before you break out your 
rubber gloves, Adrienne Spahr, 
the founder and 
principal consul- 
tant of D.C. -based 
Green Living Con- 
sulting (Green 
livingconsulting, 
com), wants you to 
think about how 
that monumen- 
tal “clean” might not be so gentle 
on the environment if you’re using 
chemical-heavy products. 

Don’t get too excited — that 
doesn’t give you a pass to skip 
scrubbing your bathroom. But 
by making smart choices when it 


comes to cleaning techniques and 
products, you can help keep both 
yourself and the planet healthy. 

“One of the major things that I 
like to point out is that green clean- 
ing is definitely partly about doing 
something good for the environ- 
ment,” says Spahr, who helps busi- 
nesses and households adopt sus- 
tainable practices. 

“But it’s even more about doing 
things that are good for people. 
There are so many toxic chemicals 
in common household cleaning 
products, and people have no idea 
of the negative effects the chem- 
icals can have on them.” Those 
effects include skin and eye irri- 
tation, allergic reactions and even 
asthma attacks. 

So, what’s a neat freak — or that 
guy you know who cleans his apart- 
ment just once a year, for that mat- 
ter — supposed to do? Spahr gave 
us five tips for tackling messes with 
some Earth-friendly TLC.

I Look in your pantry: “You can 
clean your kitchen very effectively most 
often with things you already have in 
your cupboards, like baking soda, 
vinegar and lemon juice," says Spahr. “These 
natural substances are effective at cleaning all 
surfaces. Baking soda works great on stainless- 
steel sinks; a vinegar solution with water can act 
as an all-purpose cleaner." Don’t feel like mixing 
your own concoctions? Spahr recommends the 
aptly named products from Better Life (Clean 
happens.com), such as What-EVER! all-purpose 
cleaner, shown right ($6.99 at Drugstore.com) 
and Even the Kitchen Sink scrub ($6.99 at 
Drugstore.com). You can also pick up the goods 
at local Whole Foods and Ace Hardware 
(Acehardwaredc.com) locations. 



2 Breathe easier in the bathroom: “The same products 
you use in the kitchen can be used in the bathroom," says Spahr. “But 
if you prefer a toilet bowl-specific cleaner, there are a number of 
green products on the market. My favorite is Mrs. Meyer’s Toilet 
Bowl Cleaner ($4.99 at Mrsmeyers.com)." You can find it locally at Greater 
Goods (1626 U St. NW; 202-449-6070; Greatergoods.com).

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3 Make over your mop: Cut down on water use by investing 
in a mopping system that doesn’t require much H20. Spahr likes 
Better Life’s floor-cleaning solution ($7.29 at Drugstore.com), 
which you can spray directly onto the floor and then mop up 
without any additional water. Another one of her must-haves is Method’s mop 
with a removable microfiber pad, shown above ($30 for mop system, $6 for 
additional pads; Methodhome.com) that you can toss in the washing machine 
after each use. It’s a better alternative to a traditional sponge mop, says Spahr, 
since sponges can be a breeding ground for bacteria. Find Method products 
locally at Bed Bath & Beyond and Target.

4 Handle your delicates 
delicately: Less can definitely 
be more when it comes to laundry 
detergents.

Caps owner, Pollin 
estate clear major 
hurdle for purchase 

Big Business 

Washington Capitals owner Ted 
Leonsis and the estate of sports 
entrepreneur Abe Pollin have 
reached an agreement on a price 
for Leonsis to purchase the Wash- 
ington Wizards and Verizon Cen- 
ter, overcoming the single biggest 
obstacle in his path to take owner- 
ship, according to several sources 
familiar with the negotiations. 

The entire value of the team and 
arena is pegged at about $550 mil- 
lion, according to sources, though 


the exact cost to Leonsis’ group is 
far less than that because it already 
owns 44 percent. 

If the agreement is finalized, 
it would make Leonsis one of the 


most powerful figures in Washing- 
ton business and sports. He would 
have control over a mid-Atlantic 
sports and entertainment empire 
spanning three professional sports 


leagues, and an arena that hosts 
everything from presidents to rock 
bands to the Ringling Bros, and Bar- 
num & Bailey Circus. 

The sources cautioned that 
the deal could still fall apart if the 
sides fail to reach agreements on 
other, non-financial issues such as 
the operations of the arena in the 
period before Leonsis takes control. 
But reaching a price was critical to 
clearing the way for Leonsis’ even- 
tual ownership, sources said. 

“The parties are negotiating 
those in good faith,” said one high- 
level negotiator for the Pollin side, 
who spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity. “I certainly hope we will cross 
the finish line. But no guarantees.”

So, I ended 
up doing a moonie to a bunch of 5- 
and 6-year-olds and their parents. 
They weren’t very pleased! 

You were spotted in D.C. a few 
weeks ago. Any plans to return? 

I’m, hopefully, due back in the next 
six weeks. We’re doing an online 
petition to support change at Jamie- 
oliver.com/petition, and we’d like 
to get that up to a million people. I 
want to be there to formally deliv- 
er it to Capitol Hill.

The ’80s icon returns 
to his glory decade 
in the brilliant ‘Hot 
Tub Time Machine’ 

Film Review 

The raunchy, guy-centric comedy 
“Hot Tub Time Machine” makes a 
vertiginously high-concept bid to 
be this year’s version of “The Hang- 
over,” and darned if it doesn’t suc- 
ceed. In fact, this so-stupid-it’s-bril- 
liant comedy in many ways exceeds 
“The Hangover,” which for all 
its explosive humor contained its 
share of dead zones. “Hot Tub Time 
Machine” simmers right along like 
so many Jacuzzi bubbles popping 
with a carefully calibrated mix of 
sight gags, sex jokes and baby boom- 
er references (including a funny sub- 
plot involving Crispin Glover). 

If you’ve seen the trailer — heck, 
if you’ve read the title — you pret- 


ty much know everything there 
is to know about “Hot Tub Time 
Machine.” John Cusack, Rob Cord- 
dry and Craig Robinson star as 
estranged best buds who go on a 
ski trip and wind up athwart of the 
time-space continuum. (Cusack’s 
character’s nephew, played by Clark 
Duke, goes along for the ride.) It’s 
the kind of impossibly ludicrous, 
crassly commercial cinematic prod- 
uct that could have been pitched in 
a studio elevator (“It’s ‘Old School’ 
meets ‘Back to the Future’!”). 

But thanks to a pretty good 
script and crisp directing by way 
of Steve Pink — who collaborated 
with Cusack on the terrific “High 
Fidelity” and “Grosse Pointe Blank” 
— the whole series of shambolic set 
pieces somehow works, between the 
cringe-worthy sight gags (ah, the 
joys of a catheter run amok!) and 
the ’80s nostalgia (ah, the joys of 
leg warmers, Ronald Reagan, hair 
bands and mobile phones the size

of loaves of bread!). 

What really makes “Hot Tub 
Time Machine” work are the per- 
formances, with Cusack — gen- 
erously winking at his own iconic 
power in the era he’s lampooning 
— providing the necessary gravi- 
tational pull on Corddry’s manic, 
borderline-pathological stunts 
(Corddry might inherit Jim Carre 3 A’s 
mantle as the crown dark prince 


of physical comedy). Robinson, 
who has proved to be such a reli- 
able secret weapon in Judd Apatow 
comedies and “The Office,” gets to 
tuck into the movie’s tastiest scenes, 
which include a burning rendition 
of “Jesse’s Girl” and saying the 
words “Hot Tub Time Machine” 
directly into the camera. 

Newcomer Duke, playing the 
same nerdy, baby-faced character 
that made Michael Cera and Jay 
Baruchel semi-stars, acquits him- 
self with exceptional dignity and 
assurance. The only wrong note 
belongs to Chevy Chase as a mys- 
terious handyman, who wanders 
through the movie like a punch 
line looking for a setup. 

“Hot Tub Time Machine” is 
one of those movies that on paper 
makes you despair of the state of 
contemporary cinema; on screen, 
though, it’s proof that execu-

Growing Pains of the Grown 


Ben Stiller nails 
his role as a stunted 
adult in ‘Greenberg’ 

Film Review 

A delicate, if slightly smoggy, feel- 
ing of regret hangs over “Green- 
berg,” a quietly funny portrait of 
grown-ups growing up by Noah 
Baumbach. Reprising the dramat- 
ic skills he evinced in 1998’s “Per- 
manent Midnight,” Ben Stiller 
plays Roger Greenberg, a 40-year- 
old Brooklyn carpenter who has 
come to Los Angeles to house-sit 
for his wealthy brother. While try- 
ing to reconnect with friends he 


once knew in L.A., he befriends 
his brother’s assistant, Florence 
(Greta Gerwig), a 25-year-old who 
might have her life ahead of her, 
but for now exists in the same pro- 
visional, painfully self-conscious 
not-quite-there-ness as Green- 
berg himself 

Baumbach wrote “Greenberg” 
with Jennifer Jason Leigh, who 
plays an old flame of Greenberg’s 
and who herself grew up in L.A., 
which probably accounts for why 
every scene plays out with funny, 
sometimes agonizing knowing- 
ness. The film unfolds over a few 
weeks, during which Roger tries to 
build a doghouse for his brother’s 
German shepherd, Florence has a

singing gig at a local club and sun- 
dry other surprises — welcome and 
not — transpire. 


The movie has the easy, 
unforced feel of the temporary 
time-out in life that Roger himself 
has embarked on, and the script is 
full of funny, observant lines. 

For all its humor, though, 
“Greenberg” is much more than 
an accumulation of one-liners. 
Roger finally faces the very cri- 
sis he’s so carefully lived his life 
to avoid, at which point view- 
ers may be surprised how much 
they care about him. Stiller 
inhabits his character’s neuro- 
ses so thoroughly that it’s easy 
to forget what a challenge it is 
to make such misanthropy the 
least bit compelling, ann hornaday
